means the most Important. He says: 


"Tcfiere are some economic quack- 


doctors who want 
to cure all 
the 


present evils with one single remedy, 
by doing away with the eight hour 
day find substituting it by nine or 
ten hour working day. 


"If we examine the causes of the 


decrease in production, wo shall sec 
that the eight hour day is certainly 
one of the causes but only one, and 
not the most important. Now-a-days 
the administration has 
many more 


unprofitable expenses than before the 
war. 
Wo have to keep many thou- 


sand war invalids from public funds. 
because they are not able to 
ojirn 


their livings. For social reasons ten 
thousand invalids must be included 
in the production although they pos- 
sess only a fraction ot their former 
capacity for work. 
In a. situation 


where many millions can only pro- 
duce a quarter or a 
half of their 


former work, tho whole machinery 
works more slowly. 
The strongest 


must arrange his pace so that the 
weakest can keep up. It we worked 
more in 1913, we must also remember 
that at that time it was difficult for 
a workman over forty to get a. job, 
simply because it is not easy for an 
older'workman to keep up with the 
others.

In oases where stiearns hav» 


overstocked, it is sometimes yean, be- 
fore they regain their normal condi 
tions and afford good lishms along 
their entire length 
And the trouble 


is, if pike or other voracious fish aro 
introduced into these stream* to bet- 
ter their conditions, they ijiav o\cntu 
allv forre out all competitors 


If there are lonx, deep pools of com 


paratlvely wide water along the length 
of »uch overstocked streams these am 
the best to fish, as all the big trout 
will fin themselves to thppp deep pools 
for elbow room and 
*> plac^ where 


their natural food is not split "P 
among* a thousand frantic fingerlings, 
and even In such pools it will he a task 
to *et a fly strike from the larger 
trout that are apparently sulking at 
the bottom. 
In its natural environment, 
the 


speckled trout hankers for a water 
temperature of 66 degrees or lower 
It J» a cold water fish and the spring 
fed strewn is its natural home. If the 
shrubbery, trees, and other vegetable 
matter have been cut and trimmed 
from th« sides of such streams, allow- 
ing the sun to strike the water, be- 
sides taking away the necessary breed- 
ing ground* of fish food, we find the 
streams will dwindle, the water will 
become warmer and eventually the 
brook trout will just naturally disap 
pear. Streams in this shape, which 
are properly stocked with the right 
proportion of brown trout than can 
live in water of much higher tempera- 
ture than can the brooking type, usu- 
ally afford-very fine angling 


As all fishermen know, the ideal 


•tream for all trout is the one which 
Is plentifully tupplied-with bushe* and 
brush along the shores, upon which 
the insects breed or rest Windfalls in 
the water not only furnish pleasant 
hiding places for the little fellows, but 
they are also the ptorage place for all 
fcinds of larvae, bugs and other fish 
chow. 
If it ie Intended to stock a stream 


which is clean, log* should be thrown 
into and across it, and rapidly-growing 
vegetable matter of different varieties 
planted along its courses
